OF SCHOOLS

To the Woodstock School Board: 


To you and, through you to the people of Wood- 
stock, my first annual report as your Superintendent 
of Schools is now submitted. The report discusses 
those plans and policies which are of interest to pa- 
rents and presents those principles of school procedure 
which are the basis of sound training for the children 
of this town. Only a few important statistics are here 
given. 


My work in your schools has been most pleasant. 
The interest in and generous provision for public edu- 
cation prove that the people of your community recog- 
nize the importance of proper training for the duties 
and responsibilities of adult life. They are determined 
that their children shall have every possible advantage 
within the public means. Your teachers and your Su- 
perintendent are likewise pledged to the effort of which 
we are capable because we are well aware that our 
success can be no greater than the achievement accom- 
plished by those whom you place in our care. 


Since the first day of school an effort has been 
made to improve attendance both as to punctuality 
and regularity. Teachers report to me at the end of 
each four-week period the amount of absence and tar- 
diness recorded in the school register. Reports from 
all schools in Union 48 are arranged from highest to 
lowest per cent of attendance and a copy of the tabula- 
tion is handed to each teacher who keeps a register. 
These reports have been of considerable interest to 
pupils who are given a real incentive to improve their 
previous record and to earn a place at the head of the 
list. The reasons for this emphasis on attendance will 
next be stated. 


Since the business of education is the most im- 
portant single undertaking of any unit of government, 
it is highly desirable that pupils get the most out of 
the public investment in their future. Loss of school 
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time causes corresponding loss to the individual be- 
cause absentee or make-up work is seldom as valuable 
as work done in class and in the regular course of 
events. We ought not to allow unnecessary absence to 
rob any child of his full educational opportunity. Fur- 
thermore, both absence and tardiness strongly shape — 
the attitude of a pupil towards his school. They also 
are a powerful influence in forming habits that will be 
earried into adult life when school days are over. The 
person who is frequently late or absent will very likely 
attempt the same thing when he goes to work, but it 
cannot be continued without injury to him. Your 
schools will fail to do their full duty if they permit the 
foundation of habits and practices which will hinder 
your children in the years ahead. 


Proper and ample teaching materials are needed 
if our teachers are to produce the results you have a 
right to expect. Uniform textbook equipment is an 
indispensable tool of instruction. Accordingly, we are 
standardizing reading not only in this town, but 
throughout the Union by extending the basal reading 
system introduced by my predecessor in some schools. 
That system will be carried upward, grade by grade, 
as need dictates and finances permit. All pupils will 
then have the advantage of the instruction. They will 
also find it easier when they transfer from one school 
to another within any town or in the Union. Reading 
is chosen because that is the foundation on which our 
educational process is built. Textbooks will be made 
uniform in other subjects as we are able to do so with 
due regard for the expense involved. 


In authorizing such expenditures it is both my 
duty and my policy to exercise the same prudent care 
as though my own money were being spent. 


The next logical step is to determine whether we 
are really getting the results we should get. That can 
most accurately be done by using standard tests to 
measure our accomplishment. Such a testing program 
is now under way to help us know more definitely what 
our children are actually doing and the ability they 
have to meet the standard set. The results of those 
tests, if wisely used, can be of great assistance as we 
attempt to meet the needs of every child. 
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Eventually, we hope to have a reading table in 
every school room to which pupils can go for recrea- 
tional reading. These will have to be built up slowly 
as we see our way clear to make the necessary pur- 
chases. Gifts from interested friends and parents will 
always be welcome. A reading table furnishes an in- 
centive to early completion of work which may be rec- 
ognized by granting reading privileges. Besides pre- 
sent pleasure and growth children will also benefit by 
forming the reading habit so necessary when their ed- 
ucation is continued in high school and beyond. 

It is my belief, based on long experience, that the 
future good of every child can best be served by with- 
holding promotion in those cases where there is a 
reasonable doubt as to the readiness of an individual 
to do work in the next grade. The educational process 
is so carefully planned and carried out that any gaps 
in foundational training are bound to plague a child 
in his later progress. Any pupil is happier and more 
successful when the work assigned to him is within 
the range of his ability and preparation. We do not 
deal justly with a child when he is pushed into work 
for which a proper foundation is lacking. Temporary 
disappointment of either parent or child should never 
tempt us to lose sight of the child’s total school suc- 
cess. Every decision will be made with a single pur- 
BneG: in mind—to do the best we know how for each 
child.

This years enrollment (46) is higher than last 
year’s (39). Our attendance record for the first half 
year is 94.6 per cent which is better than the state 
average. Our tardiness record is much better than last 
year and is below the state average.

Due to lack of interest in Latin, it is not being 
taught this year. A course in Pre-flight Aeronautics 
is given for the first time and interest is high. Though 
limited to Junior and Seniors, 11 students enrolled in 
the course. 


| Five students are enrolled in the chemistry course 

which is administered through the University of Ne- 
braska Extension Service. Extension courses are an 
excellent means whereby the small school can offer 
special courses preparing students for definite voca- 
fae The quality of the course is of the highest 
grade. 


Scholarship 


Last year a course in remedial arithmetic was 
carried out in the entire school. This year programs 
in remedial reading and remedial spelling are being 
carried on for the entire school in conjunction with the 
English classes. 


For pupils wishing to get better than a passing 
grade some home study is necessary. The eight period 
day used at Woodstock High School allows students to 
do most of their studying in school. In this way the 
students are able to take on many of the tasks and 
duties formerly carried on by older people. 


Woodstock High School has the formal approval 
of the State Board of Education. 


Extra Curricula 


Our etxra curricula sports activities are baseball 
and winter sports. 
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The annual senior play is being held in the spring 
this year. 


Three one-act plays were produced in February. 
This allowed many more students a chance to develop 
their dramatic abilities than was possible with only 
the senior play. 


Last year’s Profile was improved by a new feature, 
pictures of the seniors. 


Thanks to the cooperation given by Mr. Joseph 
Sawyer, a skating rink was built in the school yard. 
An average of 40 children used the rink every day, 
weather permitting. 


High school socials are held at regular intervals 
as last year. The average attendance at the socials 
is greater this year and the programs are much im- 
proved. A series of dancing classes for beginners is 
also being carried on. : 


Health 


Mrs. Parent, our school nurse, has not only made 
her regular checkup of the pupils, but has followed 
up individual cases very diligently. 


War Activities 


The school made an outstanding contribution to 
the war effort by picking about 3000 bushels of apples, 
which according to the orchard owner, Mr. Perley, 
would not have been picked. This was accomplished 
by closing the school for one week. During this period 
ae ale attendance was 100% and that of the boys

In January a waste paper drive was conducted to 
help alleviate the paper shortage. About two tons 
of paper were collected. The money was turned over 
to the Red Cross. 


War bonds and stamps are sold every Thursday 
at school.

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gress of Nations.” We certainly appreciate the inter- 
est shown in the school by such tangible evidence. 


Equipment 
The addition of new texts in French, Bookkeeping, 


English, and Physics has brought our school com- 
pletely up to date in this respect. 


Graduates 


The graduation last June was one in which all 
participated. It portrayed the ‘Four Feedoms’”’. 


' Five graduated last June. One entered the Mer- 
chant Marine, two the Navy, one girl is in defense 
work, and one is at home. 


Teachers 


It would be remiss not to mention that we have a 
fine teaching staff throughout the building and one I 
hope will remain. We want, and want to keep good 
teachers. Salaries, cost of living, work elsewhere, and 
teacher shortage are serious problems which must be 
faced and answered. 


For the teaching staff and myself I wish to thank 
everyone connected with the schools for their helpful 
cooperation.
